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Continuation of 3c. In the response to After Final Admendment (9/28/2005), the applicant argues that Madhani reference fails to teach a 
first arm which is arranged to rotatably support a penetrating member, where a second drive mechnism is coupled to the penetrating 
member which is arranged to cause the penetrating member to rotate about a long axis of the penetrating member. The examiner, 
respectfully, disagrees. The phrase "penetrating member" in the claim is broad enough to mean that a first arm (304) is arranged to 
support a penetrating member (element 312 is grasped by gripper 318 and allowed element 312 to be disposed in the target area), where 
a second drive mechanism (302) coupled to the penetrating member and arranged to cause the penetrating member to rotate about axis 
of the penetrating member (fig, 3). Accordingly, the above noted reference is still considered to read on the claimed limitations of the 
claims noted. 
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
